Trenton, Ont., November 15.—A Grand 
Trunk express train bound for Toronto 
crashed into a moving freight train near 
Murray Hill crossing, two miles west of 
here, at 3:30 o’clock this morning and sev- 
etal ears were smashed almost to splint- 
ers.

A reisplaced switch was the cause of 
the accident, the west-bound train taking 
the wrong track, on which was the east- 
bound freight. The train consisted of ex- 
press, mail and baggage a seconi- 
class car, one first-class two 
Pullman sieepers. The car 
was next to the baggage car 
of the first-class coach and 
was pretty well filled with 
being twenty or more passengers in it, and 
herdly any of them escaped without ijin- 
jury. 

Between Belleville and Murray Hill cross- 
ing the road is single-tracked, the only 
piece of single track between Toronto and 
Montreal. At Murray Hiil crossing the 
west-bound express usually leaves the sin- 
gie track and takes the dowble track, and 
it was about a mile and a half west of 
this point where the accident occurred. 

Whether the signals Were right this morn- 
ing will never be Knewn from the en- 
gineer and fireman of the wrecked train, 
for they are dead. Both engines were to- 
truly cesittroyed and the fretght engine 
vas thrown completely over the passenger 
engine inte the ditch beyond. The engineer 
and fireman of the freight train—Thomas 
Ivens and Alexander-Toppin—both of To- 
ronto, jumped and both escaped with slight 
injuries. W. H. Brady, engineer of Belle- 
vile, and John McDonald, fireman of 
Belleville, who were in charge of the pas- 
senger engine, were kuiiled.

Washington, November 15.—The following

Dr. Weavtr related his difficulties in se- 
curing tents for the regimental hospital 
and said that in one case, Chief Quarter- 
master Lee had refused to allow the regi 
ment to have a tent which was stored 
anr which was its’ property. Colonel 
Lee said the tent could not Le taken out 
except in the proper military manner; 
but the regiment had never Leen able toa 
ascertain what he required and had never 
secured the tent. Tne defect was supplied 
by taking the offiegrs’ mess tent for hos- 
pital purposes. 

In this connection, Governor Beaver 
expressed the opinion that this conduct 
on the part of Colonel] Lee was an out- 
rage, and he said the only mistake that 
the doctor and his colonel hai made 
was that “they had not taken the colo- 
nel by the nape of the neck and kicked 
him out of the camp.”’ 

The witness expressed the opinion that 
the hospital facilities should be furnished 
by the government, adding that not an” 
article of property in his hospital had heen 
thus supplied the citizens of Pennsyl- 
vania, buying beds. blankets, sheets 
and all the food, ice and milk 
that had been ised there.

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CHAMBERLAIN TALKS PLAINLY. 


English Statesman Declares French 
Must Now Uncerstand Situation. 
Manchester, Eng., November 15.—At the na- 
tional liberal-unionists conferene here to- 
day Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies, made his first public 
speech since this return from the United 

States. 

Mr. Chamberlain, 
explicit on the subject of Anglo-French 
relations than any of his colleagues in 
the cabinet thave been, said it was ‘‘the hope 
of every friend of peace that the French 
withdrawal from Fashoda is indicative 
of their acreptance of the principle of 
British contro] of the whole valley of the 
Nile, regarding which there cannot be any 
discussion whatever.” 

Going on to recite ‘“‘a series of unfriendly 
acts perpetrated by France in various quar- 
ters of the globe during the Jast twelve or 
fifteen vears,”’ he said: 

“If better relations are to 
it will be necessary for French politicians 
to abandon tactics whose object has been 
to hamper and embarrass British policy 
even in quarters where the French have 
no interests to protect. If the Fashoda 
incident only serves to disabuse foreign 
statesmen af tha erroneous ;corception 
that the British will yield anything to pres- 
sure, it will be a blessing in disguise.’’ 

After referring to the ‘“‘thorough and 
complete sympathy so noticeable between 
the motherland and her colonies,” Mr. 
Chamberlain continued as follows: 

“What is of equal importance, our Amer- 
ican kinfolks (loud cheers) have begun 
to understand us better. If we have had 
differences in the past, I believe they have 
arisen e@htirely from the want of proper 
mutual understanding, but now the Amer- 
ican people know that in the late trouble 
our hearts went out to them (cheers) and

Anglo-American Commission Working

President’s Emissary to the Islands 
Presents Interesting Facts.

Robert H. Perter, special commissioner for 
the United States to Cuba and Porto Rico,

The re- 
port goes very fully into the financial and 
economical) condition of Cuba, analyzing the 
bvdgect of that island for fourteen years, 
showing the of income and the 
causes of expenditure. 

There are also among the data and ths 
testimony collected many valuable general 
Statements in relations to the financial, in- 
dustrial, commercial and social condition 
of the island of Cuba 

The folicwing extract from a ietter writ- 
ten to Commissioner Porter by General Go- 
rez, urder date of October $d, will be read 
with interest: 

“T must congratulate you cordially for the 
high mission which you have had entrusted 
to.you. I am completely identified in all 
aud with all concerning it. On my side, I 
um doing alk I can for the immediate 

struction of the country. Its wounds 
will heal with the rapid promotion of the 
work. This is the battle we are now fight- 
ing and all men of. good will should join us 
in our struggle.’ 

Mr. Porter examined both in the United 
States and Cuba some 506 witnesses, all of 
whose testimony is published in the appen- 
dix to the report. Mr. Porter had also sub- 
mitted a complete revision of the tariff in 
the form of a new bill, which will be exam- 
ined by the experts of the treasury depart- 
ment, and if approved will be promulgated 
by the president and take effect at the port 
of Cienfuegos, December Ist, that being, 
in all probability, the first important port to 
come into the possession of the United 
States. Of the consideration of the Cuban 
subject, it became apparent that the most 
pressing need of the island was a tariff 
would bear lightest in the directions where 
the people could least afford the burden of 
taxation and heaviest on commodities 
which the well-to-do and those engaged in 
iarge enterprises required. Commissioner 
Porter says: 

Was Made for Spain Only. 

“The Spanish tariff was made by Span- 
iards, for Spain, in the interests of the 
Spaniards, Vhat seems 10 be tre only 
principle in it. On any other theory it 
Was inexplicable. In adopting for an exi- 
gency measure the rate of duty which 
Spain levied for her own commodities, 
the United States acted wisely. Those 
rates Were, however, full of inequalities, 
and were not levied on any sound principle, 
but on-the ‘heads Spain wins and tails 
Cuba loses’ idea, which prevails the whole 
fiscal tabric. It was found that the oniy 
Way to remedy the inequalities, equalize 

» ratés of duty, improve the administra- 

and to reduce the rates of duty on 
articles of general consumption was to 
raucticaliv frame a new t¢ariff. It has not 
been thought advisable to make radical 
changes in the administrative branches 
nor to’ change weights and measures into 
United States equivalents, because the peo- 
ple of Cuba are accustomed to the metric 
system. United States currency, however, 
li:s been substituted for the Spanish pesos. 
This will simplify the collection of duties, 
as customs duties at the presence time 
are collected in Cuban ports in posses- 
sion of Spain in three different ciasses of 
currency—gold, silver and bank notes—all 
(even the gold) fluctuating in value. The

Spanish Are Rapacious. 

Mr. Porter says: ‘‘The cupidity and ra- 
pacity of the Spanish officiais in Cuba are 
beyond conception, and if we may judge by 
the results at Santiago the United States 
officials will be able to collect much 
revenuc on a tariff the duties of which are 
more than a half nearly two-thirds less 
than under the iniquitous law now in force. 
The reduction to a reasonable rate duty in 
certain sehedules, such those relating 
to machinery, railway supplies, ete., will 
increase the imports and the revenue will 
certainly be greater than during the period 
when the duties have been prohibitory. A 
railway company naturally hesitated to im- 
port a locomotive when the duty was 
equivalent to the value of the engine. 
With a revised tariff of 25 per cent, for 
Cuba has no locomotive works, it may im- 
port two or four or even six. The same 
is true of a variety of other articles. In 
all cases where there are home industries 
in Cuba capable of supplying a manu- 
factured product made by home labor care 
has been exercised, either by making free 
the raw material or not making a too radi- 
cal reduction of duty, not to injure the 
prospects. In so doing, it is enly.carrying 
out the policy which has been so fruitful 
in developing the industries of thhe United 
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labor.” 

interesting analysis of the 
showing how much revenue 
and how much may be reasonably 
the tariff to be enforced, 
Mr. Porter says: 

“The money collected from Cuba, wheth- 
er it was $26,000,000 or less, has all gone 
and nothing likely to be found in the 
treasury but numerous evidences of prom- 
ises to. pay, records of receipts givem by 
tae government for goods not jaid for, 
debts of all kinds, Jncluding the saiaries ol 
a large number of the minor officials.

The other items of 
expenses under this head seem to be of 
a miscellaneous character, including some 
salaries, pensions, civil, military and naval 
pensions, public works and gratuities, — Dine 
next largest expenditure is for purposes of 
war—$5,896,740. These items are of especial 
interest to American readers.

dollar in Cuba. In this event it will be 
hecessary for the United States govern- 
ment to ship as many silver dollars to 
Cuba as possible. One prominent banking

quired for small payments. At Santiago 
the immediate disappearanee of Spanish 
dollars and minor coins had made small 
transactions extremely difficult.

bank note circulation, but that has no 
actual bearing on the question of curren- 
cy, as the trade and business of the island 
have refused to accept it, and the present 
quoted value is less than 10 eents on. the 
dollar. The greater part of this emission, 
Which was a war igsue, was made by the 
Spanish government at Madrid to the Ban- 
co Espanol! de ja Isla de Cuba.(not by that 
bank) and your commissioner finds it 
largely in the hands of speculators and 
government contractors. The only public 
application is for the payment in the cus- 
tom house of the so-called 10 per cent ad 
valorem duty assessed on the official value 
of imported merchandise, in addition to the 
reguar surface-rate of duty exacted. The 
abolition of this duty, when the remaining 
Cuban ports come into possession or the 
United States, will be the end of bank 
bills.

While the 
principal banking concerns are unanimous 
to the gold standard, there is a differ- 
ence of opinion in relation to the advisa- 
bility of squeezing the inflation out ol! these 
gold coins, while others recommend 2s the 
only logical remedy to the situation the 
substitution of American currency as sole 
legal tender. In such an event other coins 
would ‘have ‘their proper market value 
Such action on the part of the United 
States government would in no way inter- 
fere with present contracts, which are in- 
variably expressed payable in Spanish 
gold.

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WHAT THE LOWER HOUSE DID. 


Several Bilis Were Introduced Yester- 
day—Reports of Committees. 
Immediately after the reading of 
journal in the house yesterday, Mr. Calvin, 
of Richmond, took the pur- 
pose of asking the house to reconsider its 
action of the preceding day in disagreeing 
to the report of the committee on general 
agriculture, which was fAvorable to the 
passage of the bill introduced by himself, 
seeking to amend section 3135 of the code. 
Mr. Calvin's bill proposed to so amend this 
section that in cases where tenements 
were destroyed by fire or other casualty 
the rent accruing tha€refrom might be 
abated for the remainder of the time cov- 
ered by the lease. This bill was reported 
by the committee on general agriculture 
with the recommendation that it pass, but 
some of the lawyers of the house opposed 
it on the ground that when tenements 
were leased the parties leasing took 
certain risks and Habilities, and that if the 
measure was enacted into law it would tend 
to make parties careless’ in the protection 
of tenements, Mr. Calvin sought to con- 
trovert these objections, but when the vote 
was taken the house was found be 
verse to the bill. On bringing up the mat- 
ter yesterday, Mr. Calvin sald: 

“There is merit in this bill, Mr. Speaker, 
and | am sure that when the members of 
this have looked into it thoroughly 
they will agree with me in this opinion. In 
asking the hovwse to reconsider its action 
my purpose is to have the bill recommitted 
to the general judiciary committee.” 

On putiing the question to the house it 
was found that the house was opposed tu 
reconsidering the action and consequently 
Mr. Calvin's motion was lost.

The members of the regiment have al- 
ready established a friendliness for the 
First Georgia men and are constantly at 
the latter’s camp. Several of the First 
Georgia men will probably apply for trans- 
fers to the regiment of engineers, It is a 
fine body of men and they all seem to be 
perfect gentlemen. a large party of them 
came into the city last night and only a 
few arrests were made by the provost 
guard. 

No disturbance of any

hospitable that have ever been stationed 
here, and they take pleasure in showing 
visitors the camp.

The conditions are such that there is little | 


or no hope for any material advance in the 
price of cotton for the present crop; and 
even should there be a decided -reduction 
in the acreage of cotton next year, So 
large will] be the surplus carried over from 
the accumulation of two very heavy crops 
in succession, that prices whl in all prob- 
ability be very low for the crop that will 
be grown in 1899. With such a _ prospect 
ahead, the thoughtful farmer will seek for 
soOMe other crop than cotton, from which 
he may hope for at jeast a moderate 
ward for his labor. For the sections of the 
state above mentioned, the erowing of 
wheat seems to offer relief from: the thrall- 
dom of cotton. Even in the section south 
of .Macon, good crops of wheat can be 
grown on the stiff red lands that are 
to be found in greater or less amounts in 
every county of south Georgia.

My advice, therefore,-is to plant as soon 
as possible a large acreage in wheat. Select 
your best land: break deeply (though do 
not bring the subsoil clay to the surface); 
harrow and, if necessary, reharrow until 
you get all lumps and clods broken up; 
then either drill or broadcast the seed. cov- 
ering lightly. For fertilizing, apply either 
stable or cow manure; or, if without these. 
use 200 pounds of good acid phosphate and 
i} pounds of Kainit per acre: and when the 
wheat starts to growing off in the spring, 
broadcast from 50 to 75 pounds of sub- 
nitrate of soda to the acre. 

For seed, get either Bluestem or the Full- 
caster wheat, as these varieties have been 
found to succeed best in the state. Both of 
these varieties can be. bought here at about 
$1 a bushel. 

By following the advice given, you will 
not only make a crop of wheat, but can 
follow that with peas sown broadcast, and 
gather a heavy crop of peavine may, than 
Which there is none better. 

In addition to planting largely of wheat: 
from which our farmers may reasonably 
expect to realize a profit, 1 earnestly advise 
a liberal sowing of oats to Supplement the 
short corn crop in middle and north Geor- 
gia. Do not delay the planting of this im- 
portant crop, for acre of November- 
Sowhn Oats will, a rule, yield at least 
twice as much as the same acreage sown 
in the spring. Of course, you must take the 
risk of winter-killing; but there is no crop 
that a farmer plants that is not subject to 
loss and even total destruction from the 
forces or nature, and the dread of such Ca- 
lamities should deter no farmer from plant- 
ing his crops at the proper time. Should 
your oats be killed by cold Weather, sow 
“again as soon as possible. 

lor fall sowing the Texas Rust 
or the Winter Grazing oats are both good 
Varieties; the latter will best stand eold 
weather, but the former will produce the 
heavier crop if not killed by the cold. Next 
year, by reason of the low price of cotton, 
Will be particularly @ard on those farmers 
who have made short, corn crops, and every 
means should be used by them to help out 
their secant supply. Much can be done in 
this line by sowing rye. or a mixture of 
rye, Oats and barley, which will furnish 
kood pasturuge through the spring months 
and can then turned under preparatory 
to planting some other crop on the land. 
The time has come when our farmers must 
abandon the all-cotton business, and right 
now they should make a beginning in this 
direction. Let each one for himself resolve 
that he will henceforth. raise all supplies 
of every kind that can be produced on his 
farm, buying nothing that he ean grow or 
make, and prosperity and contentment will 
ere long replace the gloom and despondency 
Which now overshadow our state.

Washington, November 15.—The govern- 
ment has renewed and strengthened its de- 
termination that the Spanish evacuation of 
Cuba and the American occupation shall not 

be deferred beyond January ist next. 

This conclusion has been communicated 
to the Spanish government within the last 
few days in answer tO an urgent request 
that the date of evacuation be put off be- 
cause of the large amount of Spanish troops 
remaining on the island, who, it was repre- 
sented, could not be moved before January 
1st. 

Not being a subject which could be treat- 
ed by the commissions at Paris or at Ha- 
vanna, the request of the Spanish govern- 
ment was forwaried to Washington 
threigh the French embassy, which re- 
ceived also anc forwarded by cable the re- 
fusal of this government to put off the date 


of assuming American control.

IN SESSION AT WASHINGTON 


Changes Made in the Century in 


Everything. 


BUT IN MODE OF FARMING IS WONDERFLL 


—_— ——- - 


Study of the Sciences of Nature—New 
Methods Empipyed—The Speaker 
Congratulated by Hearers. 


Washington, November  15.—(Special.j— 
The annual meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation of State Agricultural Colleges and 
Experiment Stations is in session in Wash- 
ington. 

Dr. H. C. White, president of the Georgia 
college, and president of the national] asso- 
ciation, called the body to order. He de- 
livered an interesting address of about an 
hour in length, and is being generally con- 
gratulated tonight on his magnificent ef- 
fort. He was enthusiastically commended 
by many of the most prominent members of 
the association, and after he had finished 
his speech, was personally congratulated. 
His scholarly speech was most cordially re- 
ceived, and it emphasizes the high esteem 
in which Dr. White is held by the members 
of the association, who showed their appre- 
ciation of his eminent ability last year by 
electing him to the presidency of the na- 
tional association. 


Dr. White spoke in substance as follows: | 


“Something more than a century ago 
Washington emphasized in his counsels the 
importance of the speedy development of a 
national character which should give hom- 
ogeneity to the separated masses of our 
population and serve as safeguard to their 
mutual interests. Foremost among the 
agencies which he commended as instru- 
mental to this end, he advocated the 
founding of a. great national university. 
Something more than sixty years ago km- 
erson depicted the character of the future 
Amerttan scholar, and his memorable pic- 
ture has been the type of scholarly aspira- 
tion in America, 

‘“Biuat America has 
time of Washington. The express train 
makes interests mutual which geography 
would divide and the national] life is daily 
tuned to unison by the newspaper and the 
telegraph. But Washington was wise in the 
conception that upon the scholar is chare-

. ed the creation and the illustration of the 


proper type of character, dowever nation- 
alized, Learning, in its broad sense, intellec- 
tual and spiritual, determinedS for a people. 
as for an individual, the wisdom and the 
righteousness of thought and act. The es- 
sential functions of the university are of 
the essence of the eternal. To Keep alight 
the flame of learning; to hold fast to truth 
as Known; to train the choicer intellects 
that, by their means the boundaries of 
knowledge may be widened and other truth 
attained; to bring home, through those it 
teaches, to all the people the Knowledge of 
eo much truth as may be conquered and the 
understanding of how it may be fitted to 
their daily lives. And America and the 
world have changed since the days of Em- 
erson. Conception of the attributes of the 
Ss noir have not changed, Man, thinking, he 
still is and ever will be. Nor yet agreement 
as to the fundamental! factors in his form- 
ing. Nature, books, action are stil] the po- 
tent trinity of forces in his building up. 
Nature Was to the scholar of Emerson as 
a book that is sealed. The scholar of today 
cannot, if he would, ignore the opening 
of the book. And so it has come about that 
the university of today is called upon to 
embody in its curriculum the study of the 
sciences of nature, involving new methods 
in the investigution of truth and new man- 
ners of mparting it. The production of the 
scholar is not fortuitous. He’ is an evolu- 
tion, a differentiation from among his fel- 
lows: a survival of the best among a host. 
The. university must be an institution of 
the people, not an institution of a class. 
Culture is still acheved through acquaint- 
ance with the best that has been thoughf 
and said in the world Rut the humanities 
are broadened and Newton and Darwin 
and Spencer are placed beside Plato and 
Homer and Goethe as thinkers, sayers and 
doers of the best that man has compassed 
in his search after truth. But jit is in the 
field of action that revolution is most appa- 
rent in the formation of the scholar. As 
Emerson foresaw the American scholar 
might not be a recluse, a bookworm, a sol'- 
tary dreamer; he should be filled with the 
vigor of the yourng and Iusty nation. Emer- 
son did not foresee that the scholar might 
be contributory to these activities as well 
us inspired by them. The scholar jin politics 
has already come; may we not expect and 
hope for the coming of the scholar in the 
industrial arts. Herein lies a tield of en- 
deavor rich in promise for the university. 
The signs of the times are most propitious. 
“In the educational institutions forming 
this association Morrill has wisely laid an 
appropriate toundation for realization of 
the dream of Washington and prepared a 
proper way for the coming of the scholar 
of Emerson. Within these great national 
schools lies the germ of the national univer- 
sity which shall be worthy and befitting the 
great nation which @ives it birth. With an 
emphasis for education of a special charac- 
ter, but therein lies their unique merit, for 
it is fitting that America, the most mod- 
ern of the nations of the world, should be 
foremost in trial of new methods in the 
training of the saholar, Their foundations 
are broad enough to serve the developmen! 
any form of scholar, The benefactions 
Which founded these institutions were not 
a gift of the nation to the several states: 
they were a distribution among the states 
of a national trust. Organized with oneness 
of purpose, they should preserve unity in 
method so as to secure unitv in object to 
be attained. May we not cherish the pleas- 
ing expectation that there shall come forth 
from this university of the nation our thou- 
sands of busty young Americans, disciplin- 
ed in intellect and sturdy in powers, who 
shall impart such jntellectua] energy to the 
peaceful avocations of the people that the 
material civilization Which they shal 
achieve shall transcend in quality a 
shall transcend in splendor all other ‘ofeils 
izations which the world as tet has known: 
our hundreds who shall tread fearlessly 
the paths which lead bevond the r alme 
of staler knowledge to conquer such do- 
mains of newer truth as shall rlorify 
America and bless the world: ; :

In order to gratify this desire for in- 
formation, and for the influence which 
it may have in deciding as to our situ- 
ation, The Constitution immediately tel- 
egraphed: the financial officers of the va- 
rious southern states, requesting a sum- 
mary Of taxes imposed in each for all 
combined state purposes. 

In answer to this telegram, answers 
were received from which it appears 
that the following have been the rates 
per $1,000 for the current year:

From these figures it will be seen that 
Georgia’s tax rate of the present year, 
$6.21. is higher than that of the states 
reported, with the exception of Missis- 
sippi, which is $6.50. Even from: this

penditures, Georgia's estimated tax rate 
to be fixed next March will be $6.94. 
We will thus have the very highest tax 
rate of the states named with no pros- 
pect of a reduction in sight. 

These figures are worthy of consider- 
ation, as showing that we have reached 
the limit of taxes which should be im- 
posed upon the people. The tax rate 
of Mississippi has been largely increased 
because of the yellow fever visitations, 
which put the state government to an 
enormous expense. It would look a lit- 
tle strange then, (;eorgia, free 
from epidemics, in everything 
save in the market price of its products, 
taxed heavier than the people of other 
southern states. We shouki have re- 
form which would place us among the 
least taxed of any of these states, for 
there is no reason why heavier burdens 
should be placed upon business and prop- 
erty in this state than are placed upon 
them in the other southern states. 

Just think of the promise for next year 
—-a tax rate of $36.94, without the abil- 
ity to meet it! That is a statement 
strong enough to move the legislature 
‘to have some regard the condition 
of the people who have taxes to pay.

The Agricultural Department. 

Senator Nesbitt has introduced a bill 
concerning the agricultural department 
that is well worthy of the serious con- 
sideration of the genera! assembly. No 
man in the state is better qualified to 
know of the workings of the agricultur- 
al department than Senator Nesbitt, and, 
in advocating the strengthening of the 
department, he can, at least, rest under 
the satisfaction of knowing that his in- 
terest is entirely without selfish motives. 

It is also creditable to him to be the 
author of a bill which seeks to eive his 
successor im office, Commissioner Nte- 
vens, more liberal facilities and oppor- 
tunities than the state permitted him to 
have during his incumbency as head of 
the agricultural department, 

The state now appropriates to the ag- 
ricultural department $10,000 a year 
from the general fund in the treasury. 
The Nesbitt bill proposes to repeal this 
annual appropriation, and to substitute 
in its stead the proceeds arising from 
the administration of the agricultural 
department, such as results from the fer- 
tilizer and oil taxes. Any balance that 
may be left at the end of the year, un- 
der the careful and economical admin- 
istration of this department, is to be 
turned back into the state treasury. 

af the agricultural department is doing 
good for the farming interests of the 
state, it should be sustained, otherwise 
it should be abolished. We believe that 
all will agree that it has been and is 
being productive of ereat good. The 
fertilizer tax is paid solely and entirely 
by the farmer, and it is proper that the 
income from this tax should be devoted 
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| to the farming interests of the state, 
which are, so far as materia) results 
are concerned, of far greater iinportance 
than all other interests combined. 

The state should do everything in 
power toward educating, encouraging 
and building up its agricultura] inter- 
ests. Many states of the union give 
to their agricultural department the to- 
tal fund derived from the gspecia] taxes 
of such department, and in addition to 
this give a liberal appropriation from 
the general fund. ‘ 

Under the proposed change, the agri- 
cultural department would not only be 
self-sustaining, but the state will be re- 
lieved of an annual appropriation of 
*10,000; and, in addition to this, there is 
no doubt of the fact that if the depart- 
ment is economically administered, as it 
will be under the direction of Commis- 
sioner Stevens, a handsome fund can 
annually be covered into the state treas- 
ury, 
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The City Court Officers. 

The hearing before the senate judi- 
ciary committee on yesterday afternoon 
touching the various bills presented to 
the legislature as the result of the pri- 
mary expression of the democratic par- 
ty of Fulton county concerning the elec- 
tion of judges and solicitors by the peo- 
ple, while failing to settle the issues in- 
volved, definitely brought out one prop- 
Osition, that many leading business 
houses of Atlanta are violently opposed 
to the precipitation of an unnecessary 
special election at the present time. 
Many letters from merchants of Atlanta 
and the vicinity were read to the com- 
mittee to show the protest of the people 
against being involved in a heated local 
campaign at this season of the year. 

The Peace Jubilee is just now engross- 
ing the attention of the citizens of the 
county, and after they emerge from the 
celebration of that popular occasion 
they will be plunged into the Christmas 
festivities. To subject the voters of 
the county to the strain and distrac- 
tions of a party primary and general 
election on the heels of these diverting 
holidays would be unfortunate. 

The Constitution is heartily in favor 
of the election of judges and solicitors 
by the people, and this result will be 
accomplished by the adoption of the 
fundamental features of either the house 
or senate bills. It seems that the main 
purpose of all these bills could be ac- 
complished and all opposiiig advocates 
harmonized by the amendment of the 
bills so as to permit the appointment of 
a judge and a solicitor by the governor 
to serve only until the next general state 
election, at which time the successors 
of such appointees could be elected by 
the people of the county. 

This would prevent unnecessary and 
special elections, would avoid the undue 
expense attendant upon such extra elec- 
tions, and the governor can unquestion- 
ably be depended upon to nominate ac- 
ceptable officers for the short term in- 
tervening between the expiration of the 
terms of the present incumbents and 
the successors to be elected by the peo- 
ple. 
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Discussing the Deficit. 

The discussion of the great deficit in 
the state treasury has become general, 
evolving a marked demand for such a 
reduction in expenditures as will be 
justified by our income, 

‘Among the numerous letters received 
by The Constitution is a second one 
from Mr. G. J. Orr, superintendent of 
the public schools of Brunswick. 
The only consolation he has to 
offer the already overtaxed people 
is that ‘those revenues must be 
increased to a sum sufficient to meet all 
of our obligations.’’ Such a decla- 
ration so sweeping, so obliyious of the 
condition of the people who have the 
taxes to pay, must attract the attention 
of a great many. As has been illus- 
trated before, it is of the same piece 
with the wife demanding of her husband 
when he tells her that his income has 
been cut 50 per cent, that by hook or 
by crook his revenues must “be raised 
to a sum sufficient to enable her to con- 
tinue in her previous condition.’ These 
homely illustrations are used because 
they show better than can anything else 
the true character of the issue which 
We now have before us. 

Mr. Orr, it is true, makes an attempt 
to show that the burden is not so great 
after all, because the tax is only 621-2 
cents per capita. There might be 
something in this if all the infants and 
minors and women in the state, if tne 
4,000 prisoners in penal camps and if 
the 2,500 lunatics in Milledgeville, all 
actually contributed to the fund. Itis a 
very convenient thing to figure out what 
a tax per capita is, but the per capita 
business rather gives itself away when 
these figures are continued. 

The other recourse of Mr. Orr in 
the mine of wealth which he sees in the 
discovery of “hidden” property. No one 
doubts but there are certain classes 
of property which evade the tax receiver. 
The men who are guilty of this evasion 
have been sharp enough to carry it on 
during the past, and they will be sharp 
enough to carry it on in the future, but 
admitting that some changes may be 
made in the law whereby a larger pro- 
portion of property can be made subject 
to the tax collector, does not that re- 
late to the future rather than the pres- 
ent? Is it not a business mistake for a 
man to spend money before he earns it? 
Does the state not put itself in the at- 
titude of the poor relations who are 
waiting for a long-lived uncle to die, 
only to find when he does die that he did 
not have ¢he treasure they credited him 
with? ‘The fact is that the whole fault 
of the Georgia financial system is that 
it has been based on air. State legis- 
latures, in the anxiety to spend money, 
have not only spent what they had on 
hand, but have gone into futures, and 
it is in tkis operation in futures that 
Georgia has over-reached herself. The 
legislature of one year, when cotton may 
be 8 cents a pound, appropriates with a 
prodigal hand the amount to be collected 
out of the people the next vear, when 
cotton may be only 4 cents a pound. 
Such a policy is imprudent, unbusiness- 
like, and should be changed at once. 

Letters which will be found elsewhere 
from Hon. James lL. Smith and Mr. L. 
lL. Veazy, take up the practical feat- 
ures of the issue. These gentlemen 
deal with the question as men of prac- 
tical experience, who have worked to 
amass some money, who know how 
hard it is to develop the resources of 
thg state and to meet pay rolls and to 
keep the house moving, and, as a conse- 
quence, who have been trained in the 
business of living within their means. 
They go on to show that the state is 
but an enlarged person, having a larger 
family than usual,and is bound by the 
same rules of prudence, economy and tak- 
ing care of the future as is any private 
individual. They understand perfectly 
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| well that the private individual 

zoes kiting about the country on the 
strength of what he may make next 
year, or on the returns of some unde- 
veloped gold mine, will reach the bank- 
ruptecy court. 

The question which Georgia has to 
consider today, however, is not one of 
crimination or recrimination. It is not 
One of the relative worth of the different 
public institutions. It is not one in 
which the integrity or the official wis- 
dom of any public officer is at stake. It 
is simply one of so much money in pock- 
et, so much indebtedness outside, and 
whether we shall resolve to live within 
our means, or kite bonds and mortgages 
against the state, or, as the last alterna- 
tive, crush the people with enlarged 
taxation. 

Let the gentlemen who have charge of 
the state’s work in all parts of the 
state understand that cotton is lying out 
in the fields not worth the cost of its 
picking; that today while we write, ten- 
ant farmers are abandoning their crops, 
throwing the onus of debt wponr the 
landlord, and flocking to the towns, 
where they will become charges upon 
the poor fund during the coming winter. 

With such a situation confronting us, 
it is idle to talk of even keeping up 
the present tax rate; and it is simply 
folly to talk of increasing it. 


Stay on the Farm. 

l'rom many parts of the state have 
come reports that the tenant farmers are 
abandoning their crops, throwing the 
onus of gathering upon the landlord, and 
are preparing to flock into the different 
cities of the state. 

In a time like this, when the counjry 
is suffering from public stringency, it is 
the duty of all our people to stand to- 
gether. Nowhere is this duty stronger 
than in our country places, where, upon 
the lack of credit and of means, so large 
a part of the population is dependent 
upon the land owner for support 
throughout the year. It is unfortunate- 
ly the condition in Georgia, where there 
is so large a proportion of tenant farm- 
ers, that the landowners must meet their 
provision and fertilizer bills for the year 
round, relying upon the gathering of the 
crop for repayment. As a consequence, 
the tenants have had their support for 
the year at the expense of the land own- 
er. They have had possession of the 
land and an opportunity to live. When 
the time for gathering the crop comes, 
as is unfortunately the case this year, 
prices rule so low that there is but lit- 
tle encouragement to the man who has 
worked the year round, who finds him- 
self hardly able to pay out. But it is in 
such a movement as this that such men 
should show that high character which 
belongs to the native of Georgia. They 
should stand by the land owner who, 
for the nine preceding months, has stood 
by them and see to it that the crop is 
gathered and the best is made of the 
situation. There is mutuality and reci- 
procity in this as well as common hon- 
esty. 

The question, however, goes even deep- 
er, If poor men leave the country 
with unfulfilled obligations behind them 
and rosh into the towns, what are they 
going to meet? It is just as well for 
them to understand first as well as last, 
that the towns are overcrowded: that 
there is no work for them to do. and 
that they will simply swell the list of 
the homeless and the wandering. Even 
in times when towns and cities are pros- 
perous, the man who makes his living 
by farming is very foolish to seek its al- 
lurements. Expert skill and trading 
qualities are what thrive in cities. The 
man who has his living to make by man- 
ual labor is at all times and under all 
conditions infinitely better off the 
country than he can be in the city. 

The Constitution would urge upon the 
country people of Georgia to stand to- 
gether in this great emergency and to 
avoid the temptation of moving into 
town, when it is so well settled there is 
nothing there for them. The man who 
leaves the country simply loses the cred- 
it which he has had, and coming to town. 
where he is unknown, can get no work 
and has no credit. As a consequence, 
he can only have himself to blame for 
the evil into which he enters. 
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A Northern Investigation. 

Word is sent out in the press dis: 
patches that the Methodist ministers 
of New York have appointed a commit- 
tee to investigate “certain outrages al- 
leged to have been committed recently 
upon colored citizens of North Carolina.” 

Why should these ministers elect to 
confine their investigations to North 
Carolina? What can be the object of 
narrowing the matter down to North 
Carolina when the whole country offers 
them a field at once broad and inviting? 
The cause of the trouble in North Caro- 
lina, when sifted down, will be found 
to be the result of long-suppressed in- 
dignation with a state of things which 
has never offered any hope even to the 
best friends of the negro. ‘lo go down 
to the bottom of the whole business, ne- 
gro supremacy, with all that it now 
means, never has been and never will 
be tolerated in any white community in 
this country, east or west, north or 
south. It has been endured for a sea- 
son, but it has never been tolerated: 
and when endurance comes to a sudden 
end, there is always wrong and injus- 
tice done by the blind indignation of 
those who have suffered froin negro rule. 

This whole subject is an inviting one, 
and we shall] discuss it more at length 
on some future occasion; but, just at 
present, we are interested in the move- 
ments of the committee of investigation 
which is to pursue its labors in North 
Carolina to the exclusion of other parts 
of the country where have occurred 
outrages which cannot be so easily ex- 
plained as those in North Carolina. 
We do not say that an explanation is a 
justification; but it at least satisfies the 
curiosity of those who are familiar with 
the saying that human nature is much 
the same the world over. 

But why does not the committee in- 
quire as to the recent outrages at Vir- 
den, in the state of Illinois? We know 
that the North Carolina affair was the 
result of a long-pent-up rage at a condi- 
tion of things that no reasonable per- 
son, black or white, will justify. But 
such an explanation will not satisfy the 
mind with respect to the violence aimed 
at colored citizens of the United States 
in Illinois. We know why the min- 
ers resented the efforts of their bosses 
to supplant them with negro laborers: 
but we do not understand why the re- 
publican governor of a republican state 
refused to protect the negroes—not only 
refused to protect them, indeed, but a-- 
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militia. 

This we do not understand, nor has 
any adequate explanation been made. 
Do the ministers of the north under- 


stand it? If they do, they will place 
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the whole country under obligations by 
explaining it; if they do not understand 
it, why do they not have it investigat- 
ed? We say nothing about the va- 
rious lyachings that have occurred from 
time to time in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois 
and even in New York; we simply de- 
sire to know why a republican governor 
of a republtean state not only refused 
to protect the negro citizens, but, by his 
exauiple, gave the miners and their 
sympathizers a cue to murder and out- 
rage. 

And there is another thimg the preach- 
ers of New York might set themselves to 
investigate. There is a law on the 
statute book which imperatively com- 
mands the president to protect citizens 
of the United States who are proceeding 
from one state to another on peaceful 
errands. The law does not say he 
“may” protect them by all means in 
his power; it says he “shall” protect 
them at all hazards. The point to in- 
vestigate here is the failure of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley to so much as lift a finger to 
stay the hands of the Virden rioters. 

Any investigation that falls short of 
a programme of this kind will have 
small interest for the public at large.

HISTORICAL SKETCHES 
OF EARLY ALABAMA. 


Montgomery, Ala., Nov. 15.—(Special.)— 

Apropos of the recent assembling here of 
the state legislature a leaf from history, 
relative to the meeting of the first general 
assembly of the territory of Alabama and 
the subsequent first meeting of the legisle- 
ture of the state of Alabama, may be of 
interest. It is also interesting to recall 
the fact that a resident of Georgia was the 
first and only territorial governor of Ala- 
bama, and that this same Georgian after- 
wards had the honor to be the first gov- 
ernor of the state of Alabama. 

It was by an act of congress, passed in 
1817, that Mississippi territory was divided, 
and that portion now embraced in the state 
of Alabama was organized into Alabama 
territory in March of that year. 


William Wyatt Bibb, of Georgia, was 
appointed by the president to be governor 
of the newly-created territory, and the 
meagre history of that time indicates that 
he must have been a man of considerable 
force of character and executive ability. 
for he appears to have taken hold of the 
reins of control with a will, and organized 
a government for the state without any 
delay. The seat of government or capital 
was fixed by the act creating the territory, 
at St. Stevens, in Washington county. 
The same act provided that the territorial 
governor should call a session of the legis- 
lature which should be composed of mem- 
bers of the legislature of the territory of 
Mississippi who were resident in that por- 
tion of the territory which had been legis- 
lated into the territory. of Alabama, 


This body assembled at St. Stevens on 
January 19th, 1818. It developed that there 
were thirteen members of the house of rep- 
resentatives, residents of Alabama terri- 
tory, but only one member of the upper 
house or senate. This solitary senator was 
James Titus, a very serious and sensible 
man, who resided in Madison county. 
With due solemnity, he organized his 
branch of the assembly. elected himself 
and appointed a secretary and other cleri- 
cal officers for the body. During the prog- 
ress of the session he introduced and passed 
bills through the senate by his single vote, 
and gravely and deliberately sat in judg- 
ment upon the acts of the co-ordinaie 
branch. 

The old proverb, to the effect that many 
heads are better than one, appears not 
have applied in his case, for the senate of 
1818 is notorious in the annals of .the state 
for its wisdom, its conservatism and tts 
unanimity. At this first session. a majori- 
ty of what are now fundamental laws of 
the state were adopted, and the govern- 
ment and control of the territory eo got 
well under way. After a session -of two 
months, the first legislature adjourned, to 
meet in November of the same year, At 
this session the laws governing the territory 
were further perfected.

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Several months later congress took a 
hand in Alabama affairs and, on March 
2d, 1819, passed an act admitting the terri- 
tory into the union of states, and provid- 
ing for an election in May of that year to 
select delegates to a convention to frame 
a constitution for the new state. The act 
provided that this convention should be 
held in Huntsville, in July, 1819. It was 
composed of forty-four delegates, who re- 
mained in session for about a month, and 
adopted a constitution which was aatis- 
factory to the general government. It pro- 
vided for the holding of an election for 
State officers and for members of the gen- 
eral assembly. This election was held, and 
the first general assembly of the state of 
Alabama was held at Huntsville, in Octo- 
ber, 1819. William Wyatt Bibb, the teérri- 
torial governor, was elected to be the first 
governor of the state of Alabama and was 
duly inaugurated with befitting pomp and 
ceremony in the city of Huntsville on the 


Sth of November, 1819.

At this session of the legislature, Cahaba, 
Ala., a new town at the confluence of the 
Alabama and Cahaba rivers, was selected 
as#the state capital. The seat of govern- 
ment remained there for seven years, and 
was, in 1826, removed to Tuskaloosa, but in 
1845 the people of the state voted in favor 
of its removel elsewhere, and the legisla- 
ture, which met that year, selected Mont- 
gomery as the permanent location. 

It is a rather singular fact that both St. 
Stevens, the first territorial capital, and 
Cahaba, the first state capital, have passed 
from the face of the earth. Both were 
thriving cities once, and boasted ‘hand- 
some two and three-story brick buildings. 
Corn and cotton now grow where Cahaba 
once flourished, and the proud little city 
of St. Stevens has been supplanted by a 
forest of tall pine trees.

Tax the People. 

Editor -Constitution—Let my distance trom 
the scene of political and economic activity 
be my sufficient apology to your readers 
for not answering your editorial in last 
Sunday's paper before this date: my deep 
interest in the tremendous issues that are 
at stake is my only excuse for having writ- 
ten at any time. You say that I propose 
“drastic measures which would entirely 
destroy other objects of governmental 
care."" Can there be anything more ‘‘dras- 
tic’ than the proposal to out away the rev- 
enue from the public school system? Can 
any cut In the income for pubdlic schools be 
really effective tn giving relte? tn this case 
if it stops short of seriously disabling that 
branch of our government? My proposal to 
borrow money was not based on so absurd 
an assumption ag that we should do noth- 
ing to menace the revenues of the atate. 
"Hose revenues must be increased to a sum 
sufficient to meet all of our obligations, and 
the real remedy that 1! proposed was the 
remedy suggested by Comptroller W right 
namely, that the Georgia legislature pase 
iaws which would bring into taxable reach 
large sums of money or notes or other items 
of personal property that are now not en- 
tered on the tax digest. The comptroller 
hag proposed such a plan, and I feel satis- 
fled that the legislature would be able after 
due consideration to formulate a law which 
would bring in a suffictent increase in our 
state income to meet all our obligations and 
not compel the burden to fall on the com- 
mon people of the state by shutting thetr 
children out of school. or on the poorly pald 
school teachers of the state by taking away 
from this means of economy a livelihood. 
In the meanwhile, let the state borrow, if 
need be, to tide her over these present dit- 
heulties.

WHEAT AT ONCE BECAME WEAK 


Decline Was Only Fractional—Corn 
and Provisions Followed, but 
Oets Closed Unchanged. 


Chicago, November 15.—Declines of %c in 
May and 5ec in June wheat. A surprisingly 
large world’s visible increase was the main 
factor, and entirely neutralized the effect 
of an excellent cash demand and heavy ex- 
port sales. Corn declined 1@*sc. Oats 
showed no change. Provisions declined 
about 2ec. 

It was evident at the opening in wheat 
that traders playing for higher prices were 
going to have a hard time. Liverpool, in- 
stead of responding to yesterday’s advance, 
showed a decided inclination to go the other 
way and in this was not alone. Paris also 
showing weakness. Liverpool was ‘kd 
higher to %d lower and Paris 10 centimes 
lower. May opened %@%c lower at t&%@ 
664c and December started ‘%e lower at 
66% @66%c. There were very few buyers of 
either option for some time, while selling 
orders were large, especially tn December, 
and prices were steadily forced down, the 
first hour’s trading resulting in May de- 
clining to #6c¢ and December to fé4c. Be- 
Sides the weakness of cables, bulls had 
to contend with remarkably heavy north- 
west receipts, prospects of a continuance 
of the same on account of favorable weath- 
er and reports from New York that many 
of yesterday’s heavy buyers had turned 
sellers. All this was an incentive to short 
selling. Minneapolis and Duluth reported 
2.639 cars today. Chicago receiptS were 358 
cars, $1 of contract grade. Total primary 
receipts were 1,906,000 bushels. About 11 
o'clock some improvement in prices took 
place on the sale of 300,000 bushels of wheat 
here and the reported sale at New York of 
125 boat loads for export. This caused 
liquidation to stop more or less and Started 
covering by the more timid shorts. Decem- 
ber had risen to 665gc by noon and May had 
recovered to 66%4c. Bradstreet’s statement 
of the world’s visible, however, threw a 
damper over the market. This showed an 
increase of 6,723,000 bushels. The figures 
were much larger than had been anticipated 
and the market at once became weak. 
Liquidation and short selling became quite 
heavy again. During the last kour’s trad- 
ing prices slowly but surely declined. May 
closed at 66@5644c and December 66%c. 

Corn developed considerable weakness. 
There was heavy liquidation by longs in- 
duced by lower cables, fine weather west 
and the break in wheat. Short selling was 
general. Receipts were light and essh d- 
mand good, Sales being placed at about 5%,- 
WO bushels. A good export demand was. al- 
so reported. May ranged from 338°) to 33e 
and closed ’w@%e lower at 23@c. 

Oats were relatively strong. Cash prices 
were at a premium over futures, and an ex- 
cellent demand was reported. This was a 
big help to the speculative market. and 
though there was a small decline early with 
corn it was soon recovered. Receipts were 
276 cars. May ranged from 24%, to 255ec and 
Closed unchanged at 24%ce. 

Provisions were dull and heavy. The rgdr- 
ket felt the big receipts of hogs and the 
weakness in corn, Packers were sellers of 
January product most of the session.

Mr. Dergrow, the Manhattan's executive 
special, is still here. He found that 4 
number Of policies had been issued for 
which the company had never received 
the premiums, He looke d up several of 
these and discovered that the parties in- 
sured theld Mr. Sherrill's receipts as agent 
for the Manbattan. The policy holders 
that the company 
would have to indemnify them in case of 
loss by fire. Some of these policies are for 
large sums, The Manhattan is a “‘jumbo"’

Sherrill followed President Armstrong's 
policy in that respect to the letter, Noth- 
ing was too big for Sherrill in amount of

When the rate war was 
Atlanta for a day or two Sherrill offered 
rates lower than any one else. Just be- 
fore that the tariff companies had been 
hi¢ting him hard in Gainesville, taking 
up his policies, and he had a big stack of 
them returned to him. Then the Oriental 
canceled quite a number of the Germania 
Fire's policies here, and when the insurance 
war broke out in this city he tried to get 
even, 

It has been suggested that it was the 
cancellation of policies in his companies 
which caused him to run short on money, 
as he had te pay out a considerabie sum 
for return premfums, 

It is understood that he owes the Man- 
hattan about $3,000. Some of his friends 
say that he will be back in Atlanta and 
try to settle with the Manhattan, 

Attorney Upshaw, who represents Sher- 
rill, sai@ yesterday that he did not know 
when Sherrill would return. He stated 
positively that the agent was not in Atlanta 
yesterday.

The Alderman Will Resist All Attempts te 
Have it Repealed. 


HE BELIEVES HE IS RIGHT 


Seys Smoke Is a Nuisance Here and 
Should Be Averted. 


THERE ARE SUCCESSFUL. CONSUMERS 


Cites Several Instances Where Devices 
Have Worked—Mayer Says Enforce 
Law if Devices Are Successful.

ALDERMAN MAYSON, THE AUTHOR 
of the anti-emoke ordinance, will resist all 
efforts of the city manufacturers to have 
the smoke measure.,reconsidered at the 
egular session of council Monday after- 
noon. He believes his law is just, that it 
can be. enforced without any injustice to 
any one and is determineg that it shall be 
enforced if possible. 

Sullding Inspector Pittman maintains his 
former position and declines to guarantee 
the suceessfu] working of any consumer, 
He thinks there are several devices, which, 
if properly used, will comply with the law. 
Mayor Collier agrees With Mr, Pittman tn 
that it is not the duty of the city ta point 
out what device shall be used. When seen 
yesterday mayor made the following 
terse statement: 

“If there is any device for consuming 
smoke that will work, then the law should 
be enforced... The city council should not 
bear the burden of designating what de- 
vice or devices should be used.” 

The smoke agitation is a live subject just 
now and there is much speculation as to 
the result. The citizens, who were assem- 
bled in mass meeting Monday, deter- 
mired to kill the ordinance if possible. On 
their side they have Aldermen Turner and 
Rice and Councilman Hammond, who were 
present at the meeting. The fight for and 
against the ordinance will be an interesting 
one.

Alderman Mayscn Talks. 
When seen vesterday Alderman Mayson 
said: y? 

“There seems. fo be. a wrong impression 
concerning the ordinance. It does not re- 
quire smoke consumers or any device ut all. 
It simply requires that the smoke be regu- 
lated so that dense smoke will not be emit- 
ted longer than two minutes at a time. If 
those affected can accomplish this without 
smoke consumers well and good. The city 
does not care what method is adopted just 
so the end is accomplished. 

“This kick from the amenable ones is no 
surprise: to me. I expected it. The cry 
about the alleged tnjury to manufactories 
is a Strong card, but there is no reason on 
earth why this ordinance should not and 
cannot be enforced. It does not require the 
entire consumption of the smoke, and | 
think it is the duty of Building Inspector 
Pittman to reeommend some device. There 
are several consumers that will do the work 
required by the ordinance. With the facts 
I have on the subject I could make such a 
recommendation myself. In his annual re- 
ports for two years Mf. Pittman has recom- 
mended that some gieps be taken to dis- 
pense with the smoke nuisance. We have 
had numerous petitions before us from citi- 
zens asking for some_.relief. There is great 
need for legislation’ along this line and 
the amenables are not going to comply un- 
less they have to. 

“It was about the first of this year when 
the matter was taken up. I introduced the 
ordinance and jt went to the ordinance com- 
mittee, where it was held up for four 
months, When it was finally considered 
Messrs. Hugh Inman and lL. DeGive ap- 
peared before us and asked that we not im- 
pose upon them the hardship of making 
They wanted a practical demonstra- 
tion that there was some device that would 
work, We then decided to hold the matter 
up and proceeded to make some investiga- 
tions. * 

Consumers That Did Work. 

“We found a consumer

working satisfactorily. It was a simple ap- 
Pliance constructed by the engineer and 
cOst very little. We went to the American 
laundry and found the same. There is a 
consumer at the Agnes Scott institute in 
Decatur, and in writing of it, President 
Scott, of the board trustees, the 
consumer is giving perfect — satisfaction.

Timing the intervals 
of dense smoke, we found that the heavy 
smoke was emitted at intervals on an aver- 
age of not more than one minute and a 
half. We then decided to place the two 
-minutes clause in the ordinance in order to 
make it conservative. 

“I read an article in ‘City Government’ 
the other day giving cities where consumers 
had worked successfully and otherwise. 
Krom the whole I judged that about 50 per 
cent were successful. With these facts be- 
fore us, therefore, it seems to me to be a 
question of ‘want to.’ If the citizens want 
to comply with the law they can do it. They 
admit that dense smoke is a nuisance and 
scme of them might get into more serious 
trouble if they do not do something to 
avoid this nuisance. The citizens residing 
in the neighborhood of the Aragon hotel are 
raising an objection to the smoke from that 
chimney. No Institution has the right to 
send smoke into yorir residence if you ob- 
ject to it. That is the law, and has been 
finee Blackstone wrote. 

“) read in The Constitution where Mr. 
Pittman stated the master mechanic of the 
Southern road had pronounced a consumer 
on one of his switch engines a success, An 
engine is the hardest thing in the world in 
which to control the smoke. If it can be 
done there it certainly can be accomplished 
in a stationery boiler.
